The Record of New 
Publications of the Publishers’Weekly is the material 
of the “American Catalogue” and so forms the basis 
of trade bibliographv in the United States.

THE QUARTERLY CUMULATIVE 
REFERENCE LIST. 

With the present issue The Publishers - ' 
Weekly presents a new cumulative feature 
in its book list. Heretofore the cumulation 
has been but once a year—in the “ Annual 
Summary Number,” and in the “Annual 
Catalogue.” We are now proposing to make 
the cumulation quarterly, and the first quar¬ 
terly cumulative list is published as a sup¬ 
plement to this number. The separate pub¬ 
lication is made in response to suggestions 
that it would be a convenience to the trade 
to have the list in this separate form for 
purposes of ready reference, and we shall be 
prepared to supply extra copies of the quar¬ 
terly cumulative list at the price of $1 per 
year, though subscribers, however, are en- * 
titled to one copy of the supplement for each 
subscription to the Weekly, there being no 
increase of or addition to the subscription 
price of the Weekly proper. 

This cumulative . list, covering the entries 
of the preceding three months by author, ti¬ 
tle, and subject entry, has as appended fea¬ 
tures a cumulation of the record of cheap 
series, etc., and a directory of publishers rep¬ 
resented in the books of the quarter. This 
is another development of our new biblio¬ 
graphic system, which we trust by the end of 
the year will be considered by the trade not 
only an improvement on our previous biblio¬ 
graphic system, but, on the whole, the best 
system of book trade bibliography offered in 
any book-producing country. 


RELATIVE BOOK PRODUCTION, 
AMERICAN AND FOREIGN.* 

By Dr. E. C. Richardson, Librarian of 
Princeton University. 

An article by Percy L. Parker, in The In¬ 
dependent of November 23, 1899, based on 
another article by Roland Smith in the Lon¬ 
don Bookseller for June 13 of the same 
year, gives the figures for the world’s an¬ 
nual output of books as follows: Germany 
23,908; France 13,268; Italy 9567; Great 
Britain 7249; United States 5315 5 Nether¬ 
lands 2863; Belgium 2272; Denmark 1198; 
Switzerland 1000; Canada 735; Norway 589, 
and Egypt 164. He remarks of these fig¬ 
ures that “ They will certainly do something 
to take the conceit out of those Anglo-Sax¬ 
ons,” etc. 

Every year some such item goes the round 
of the papers and serves as the text for var¬ 
ious comments, coneratulations, or condol¬ 
ences. “ Great Britain,” it is said, “ produces 
less than a third of the new books produced 
by Germany, not very many more than half 
of the new books produced by France, and 
considerably less than the total produced by 
Italy.” “ As a matter of fact, there is no 
civilized country in Europe of any size, not 
even excepting Russia, which does not match 
or over-match the literary production of the 
United States.” Sometimes Italy (10,401) 
or Japan (26,965) is added to or substituted 
for Russia (10,242) in this statement, but the 
inference is always the same, that America 
is far behind the rest of the world in that evi¬ 
dence of civilization which comes from the 
quantity of books published. A French paper 
adds British India to the list, and gives the 
order as Germany, France. Italy, British In¬ 
dia, Japan, Great Britain, United States, Tur¬ 
key, etc.! 

The past year has been unusually prolific 
in repetitions of the fiction, and has yielded 
besides the article of Parker, tribes of stories 
like the one which, originating with the 
London Standard, was transmitted by the St. 
James Gazette (October 21, 1899,) and then 
into various American papers. This form 
of the myth gives the figures as, Germany 
24,000: France 13,000; Italy 9500; Great 
Britain 7300; United States 5300; and the 
Netherlands 2500. Who could guess from 
this that either Great Britain or the United 
States produces on the lowest sound estimate 
more books than any other nation, while to¬ 
gether the “ Anglo-Saxons ” produce more 
than all the continental nations of Europe 
put together. Yet such is the fact. 

It may seem, perhaps, a matter of no great 
importance whether America produces more 
or less books than other countries, and it con¬ 
tributes, no doubt, to humility on the part of 
the “ Anglo-Saxons ” to be annually told of 
their illiteracy: but every one has a right to 
his own, and the fact is that for many years 
we have been robbing our Italian, French, 
and German friends of this valuable discipline 
in humility. And then it does matter scien¬ 
tifically. When Reclus’s “ Europe,” which 
gives substantially these figures, remarks that 
“ Russia actually publishes more works than

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either Great Britain or Austria-Hurgary,” it 
means that culture historians are going to 
measure the civilization of the various coun¬ 
tries by these standards. It does therefore 
matter if history matters, if national honor 
and prestige are anything, if patriotism is 
honorable and extends beyond wars and com¬ 
merce to matters which concern the mind. 

What, then, are the facts of the matter? 
Let us take a look at the sources. At the 
very first test the fact emerges that 4000 of 
the Italian “ books ” are books under 25 
pages, and 6000 of the German books are not 
printed in Germany at all. Again, the Smith- 
Parker figures give to France 788 books on 
poetry and drama; but of these 788 “ books ” 
of poetry and drama, 286 are of under 25 
pages, 43 of them being actually of 4 pages 
or under, and 6 consisting of only a single 
page. More than half are pamphlets under 
the American definition. 

The cause of error is clearly suggested by 
these examples. It lies in the different stand¬ 
ards used by the various sources. That this 
is the cause appears still more clearly on fur¬ 
ther examination. The chief current sources 
are Hinrichs’s “ Verzeichniss,” the Biblio¬ 
graphic de la France, the Bibliograda Ital- 
iana, the London Publishers’ Circular, and 
the Publishers’ Weekly. An examination of 
these sources made some time since from the 
latest volumes then at hand gave the follow¬ 
ing figures: Germany 22,000; France, 12,300; 
Italy 10,401; Great Britain 6573; and Amer¬ 
ica 5703. These are substantially the Smith 
figures and undoubtedly the Smith sources. 
But the sources from which they are com¬ 
piled are no two founded on the same stand¬ 
ard. Some are linguistic, while others are 
national. Some frequently duplicate titles. 
Some include, others omit periodicals, or 
pamphlets. 

Take the matter a little in detail: Examin¬ 
ing first the German lists, it appears (1) that 
the so-called German figures include Swiss 
and Austrian books to the number of say 
6000; (2) that 13,000 out of 22,000 are of 
under 100 pages; (3) that periodicals are 
largely included, and (4) that many are pub¬ 
lished in parts and appear at least twice in a 
year in the “ Verzeichniss.” The French list 
does not include periodicals to so great an 
extent, but does have (1) annuals (338) and 
almanacs (267) ; and (2) reprint extracts 
from periodicals (1198.) (3) It also repeats 
part continuations so extensively so to count 
Joanne , "Diet, geog.” 34 times, and to count 
30 consecutive parts of * the “ Encyclopedic 
Chimique,” as 30 consecutive numbers in one 
issue of the Bibliographic, and (4) includes 
pamphlets to the number of 6133 out of its 
12,300. The Italian list again, includes less 
part continuations, but has (1) no less than 
7889 pamphlets out of the total of 10,401 
"books,” (2) many periodicals (including 
even 129 political journals,) and even legis¬ 
lative bills. The Spanish. Dutch, and other 
lists are even more padded, the Spanish 
counting each number of current magazines 
and reviews. 

The British and American lists, on the 
other hand, contain practically no part con¬ 
tinuations or pamphlets, and the American 
lists exclude even bound volumes of periodi¬ 


cals and annuals included by the British, to¬ 
gether with large numbers of books of local, 
minor, or temporary interest, such as direc¬ 
tories, school books, subscription books, pa¬ 
per covered books, local histories, as well as 
sermons, tracts, college catalogues, and other 
school publications, town reports, legislative 
bills, reports of societies, extracts from peri¬ 
odicals and other matters included in the con¬ 
tinental lists. 

In order, therefore, to make these figures 
of value, they need to be gauged up or down 
to a common standard. Three reasonable 
bases are suggested in the figures: (1) All 
substantial books, excluding periodicals and 
pamphlets, as well as broadsides, engravings, 
posters, single sheet maps, sheet music, etc.; 
(2) including also pamphlets and whole vol¬ 
umes of periodicals, but no more; and (3) 
either of these on a basis of linguistic instead 
of national production. 

I will spare you further details of figures, 
except to say, that at least 450 directories, 
300 school books, 500 paper-covered books, 
100 local histories, 200 subscription books 
and 200 college books should be added to the 
list of American books. The result on the 
first or substantial book test gives Germany 
4500; France 4200; Italy 2512; Great Brit¬ 
ain 8000; and the United States 6650. 

This result may be cross-checked in var¬ 
ious ways. Thus, besides the sources usual¬ 
ly quoted, France, Russia, Italy, Sweden, 
have annual catalogues which give for France 
6752 instead of 13,268; for Russia 3165 in¬ 
stead of 10,242; for Italy 2975 instead of 
9567; for Sweden 1460 instead of 9122, which 
is roughly identical with the results of direct 
analysis.* 

It is a poor rule that will not work both 
ways. Suppose instead of taking the best 
foreign without analysis and the worst Amer¬ 
ican, we take the best American equally with¬ 
out analysis and the worst foreign. 

According to the official report of the Li¬ 
brarian of Congress, there were nearly 60.000

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volumes copyrighted in 1896.* Comparing this 
with 2975, the figures which do not lie teach 
us that instead of producing as affirmed, 
" considerably less than Italy ” or “ over¬ 
matched by Italy,” we produce about twenty 
times as many. 

If we hasten to say that “ book ” under the 
American copyright law includes all sorts of 
things even to separate newspaper articles, 
we correct an impression false indeed, but 
actually not as false as the original statement 
which gave 9567 to Italy and 5313 to the 
United States. 

Passing now to the second standard, which 
includes pamphlets and volumes of periodi¬ 
cals, the relative American production is still 
more striking. Who will venture to guess 
how ffiany pamphlets the United States pro¬ 
duces in a year. Princeton University re¬ 
ceives college and school catalogues alone 
2000 annually. The State of New Jersey 
alone has averaged 700 legislative bills an¬ 
nually. Think again of the myriads of town 
reports, occasional sermons, church manuals 
and missionary leaflets, religious tracts, Sun¬ 
day school leaflets, and the like, all of which 
have their counterparts in our foreign lists. 

Excluding entirely the class under 25 pages, 
which constitutes forty per cent, of all the 
Italian list, there cannot possibly be less than 
10,000 pamphlets between 25 and 100 pages 
published in America annually. 

So much for pamphlets. Passing now to 
the matter of periodicals, we are in a region 
where America holds first place undisputed, 
and publishes not less than 21,000 annually, 
of which 3309 are of a strictly magazine char¬ 
acter. The greater part of the magazines, 
and many of the newspapers, publish at least 
two volumes per year. It is safe, therefore, 
to say that there are not less than 30,000 vol¬ 
umes of periodicals produced each year in the 
United States. 

There are, therefore, of books, substantial 
pamphlets, and volumes of periodicals pro¬ 
duced annually in the United States not less 
than 47,000; and if pamphlets of under 25 
pages are reckoned, including legislative bills 
and that sort of thing, not less than 80,000 
or 90,000. 

Roughly speakinsr, the proportion is as 
47,000 to perhaps 12,000 for Gemany, 10,000 
for France, and 6000 for Italy. 

This leads, therefore, to the third basis of 
comparison, where German figures are not 
national but include Switzerland, Austria, 
etc.; French include Belgium; Spanish in¬ 
clude Spanish America ; and English include 
both the British Empire and the United 
States. Reckoned on the basis of the sub¬ 
stantial books, it may be said that there are 
9000 German (Germany 5000, Austria 2000, 
Switzerland 1000, Russia, etc., 1000) ; 5000 
French (France 4200, Belgium 500) ; 2000 
Italian, and 18,000 Anglo-Saxon (British 
8000, American 6650, Canadian 735, Austral¬ 
ian, African, etc., 2000.) Including periodi¬ 


* The report for the year ending June, 1809, gives 
a similar table of 59,217 but classifies so that each 
class can be distinguished. It still calls 15,215 
“ books ” of which 5834 are what we have called 
“ substantial ” books. This affords an excellent 
cross check. If 5834 books have been copyrighted, 
6650 must be a very moderate estimate of the num¬ 
ber actually printed. 


cals and pamphlets, and reckoning that the 
British Empire somewhat exceeds the United 
States, we have for the “ Anglo-Saxons ” 
not far from 100,000 volumes annually, ex¬ 
cluding leaflets of under 25 pages,—or more, 
probably, than all continental languages put 
together. 

On whatever basis therefore reckoned, the 
United States produce more books than any 
other nation on earth except, perhaps, Great 
Britain; and if the periodical volume is count¬ 
ed, more probably than Great Britain. 

All this is a matter of quantity, to be sure, 
and that is all that we really have to do with 
here, since it was a question of quantity that 
was raised. But in case you are inclined to 
say, as some have done, “ How about qual¬ 
ity?” I add that the average American pro¬ 
duct is not so far behind the average conti¬ 
nental as it is often represented to be. 

If it is true that Germany still excels us in 
that highest class of original research work 
which in the last analysis is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to progress in civilization, I believe it to 
be true also that we excel in that mass of 
good literature which tends to produce a large 
number of reasonably intelligent individuals. 


HEARING ON THE PETITION TO 
DISSOLVE THE HARPER COR¬ 
PORATION CLOSED. 

The hearing in the matter of the applica¬ 
tion of the corporation of Harper & Brothers 
for a voluntary dissolution came to a close on 
the 9th inst. before the referee. Henry S. 
Harper, the treasurer of the corporation, was 
the only witness examined, but most of the 
hearing was taken up with a discussion be¬ 
tween the referee, George L. Rives, attorney 
for the corporation, and J. Noble Emley, at¬ 
torney for J. W. Nicholls, a creditor, as to 
the status of Mr. Emley in the case. 

Mr. Harper denied that any members of 
the old firm withdrew large sums of money 
from the business. Although the treasurer, 
Mr. Harper, did not negotiate the loan with 
J. P. Morgan & Co., Mr. Emley asked if it 
was not his duty as treasurer to do so. Mr. 
Harper replied that it might have been, but 
that, nevertheless, some one else did it. 

At this point Mr. Rives called the atten¬ 
tion of Referee Cantine to the fact that Mr. 
Emley, representing only a forty-five thou¬ 
sand dollar claim out of claims aggregating 
$3,000,000, was holding off other creditors 
and hindering the settlement of the business. 
It came out that Mr. Nicholls, Mr. Emley’s 
client, had been the manager of the subscrip¬ 
tion department of Harper & Brothers, re¬ 
ceiving 5 per cent, on his sales. 

Mr. Emley, among other things, said he 
was present to show cause against the grant¬ 
ing of the application and claimed that at the 
time of the incorporation the stock was not 
fully paid, as stated. 

Mr. Harper then testified that the money 
which had been used to pay the debts since 
the corporation was formed had come from 
sales and the discounting of six months* 
notes. Neither of the attorneys cared to 
question the witness further, and both sides 
rested. The referee declared the hearing 
closed. 
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PRESS ARTISTS’ LEAGUE EXHIBI¬ 
TION. 

The First Annual exhibition of the Press 
Artists’ League which is to be held in the 
East Parlor of the Waldorf-Astoria, dur¬ 
ing the week beginning Monday, May 14th, 
will be unique in the annals of Art Exhibi¬ 
tions in this country. Its primary object 
was to show the originals of cartoons, por¬ 
traits, caricatures and general work of the 
newspaper artists employed by the leading 
newspapers of New York City, and the first 
date set was April 16th. But the projectors 
budded better than they knew, for the news 
travelled rapidly, and the committee soon 
found themselves in possession of a wealth 
of good material that could not be possibly 
put into effective frames and properly cata¬ 
logued in the allotted time. There are in all 
about five thousand sketches in black and 
white and a large number of colored draw¬ 
ings and sketches in water colors and oils. 
The artists represented are not by any means 
limited to those whose field is solely newspa¬ 
per work. Illustrators of books, and of 
weekly and monthly periodicals have also 
a place in the scheme, and their originals will 
be of great interest to collectors and for the 
purposes of extra-illustration. The general 
committee of artists who are in charge is 
composed of Messrs. R. F. Outcault, Homer 
Davenport, C. G. Bush, Fred. S. Cozzens, 
Geo. Bleekman, Clare Angell, Ch. Nelan and 
O. C. Malcolm. The headquarters of the 
League are at Room No. 24, World Building. 


TOHN PIERPONT MORGAN BUYS 
THE IRWIN LIBRARY. 

The Theodore Irwin library, it is now def¬ 
initely known, was not secured by Frederick 
K. Trowbridge, but was purchased by J. 
Pierpont Morgan, the banker, who, for years, 
has been unostentatiously gathering together 
a collection of books that places his library 
in the very front rank of the great private 
libraries of the world. Mr. Morgan’s library 
already contains a Gutenberg Bible, a fine 
set of the folio editions of Shakespeare, includ¬ 
ing a very large and fine copy of the first folio, 
and many other books of equal note and rarity. 
His recent additions by the purchase of the 
stock of James Tooney, the London book¬ 
seller, the unique manuscript collection from 
the Ford library, and the acquisition of the 
Irwin collection make the Morgan library a 
very treasure house of scarce books and note¬ 
worthy manuscripts. 


W. L. ALLISON CO. SELL OUT TO 
DONOHUE BROTHERS. 

Donohue Brothers, who have succeeded to 
the business of the corporation formerly 
conducted as Donohue. Henneberrv & Co., 
at 407 Dearborn Street, Chicago, have pur¬ 
chased the entire stock of sheets and plates 
of the W. L. Allison Co., of New York. They 
will continue all the important lines formerly 
put out by the Allison Co., with material ad¬ 
ditions. They are now preparing a catalogue 
of all their publications, including the an¬ 
nouncements for the coming season, which 
they hope to be able to mail on the 20th inst.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Robert Adams, the bookseller, died at Fall 
River, Mass., on the 2d inst., aged eighty- 
four. Mr. Adams started in the book busi¬ 
ness at Fall River in 1842 and was actively 
engaged until 1865, when his health obliged 
him to retire. During that time his well- 
known establishment has been conducted by 
his son, Edward S. Adams. 

Captatn John Codman, the famous advo¬ 
cate of free ships and free trade, died at Bos¬ 
ton, Mass., on the 6th inst. John Codman 
was born in Dorchester, Mass., Oct. 16, 1814, 
and was the son of the Rev. John Codman 
of that town. He entered Amherst College, 
but left in his junior year, 1833, finishing his 
education at sea. He became a captain in the 
merchant marine, and travelled extensively. 
Among his publications are “ Sailors’ Life 
and Sailors’ Yarns,” “ Ten Months in Bra¬ 
zil, with Notes on the Paraguayan War,” 
“ Review of the Report of the Special Com¬ 
mittee on Navigation Interests,” “ The Mor¬ 
mon Country: a Summer with the Latter- 
Day Saints,” “Free Ships; Restoration of 
the American Carrying Trade,” “ Round 
Trip, by Way of Panama, Through Califor¬ 
nia, Oregon, Nevada, Utah, Idaho, and Col¬ 
orado,” “ A Solution of the Mormon Prob¬ 
lem,” “Winter Sketches from the Saddle by 
a Septuagenarian,” and “ A Biographical 
Sketch of William Wheelwright of Newbury- 
port, Mass.” 

Frank Hamilton Cushing, the ethnol¬ 
ogist, died at Washington, D. C., on the 10th 
inst. He was born at Northeast, Pa., July 
22, 1857. In 1875 he was commissioned by 
Professor Baird to make surveys and col¬ 
lections for the National Museum. In 1879 
he attended Powell’s expedition in New 
Mexico as assistant ethnologist; at his own 
request he was left at a village of Zuni In¬ 
dians, with whom he lived for six years and 
was initiated into their esoteric priesthood. 
He discovered, in 1881, the ruins of the Seven 
Cities of Cibola. Seven years later he made 
extensive explorations among the buried 
cities of southern Arizona. Along the Gulf 
coast of Florida, in 1895, he discovered the 
historic remains of a sea-dwelling people. He 
was at the time of his death connected with 
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the United States Bureau of Ethnology. He 
was the author of “ The Myths of Creation 
‘‘The Arrow:” “Preliminary Report of the 
Pepper-Hearst Expedition on the Ancient 
Key Dwellers of Florida;” also of many mon¬ 
ographs. official reports, and papers contrib¬ 
uted to magazines, etc., on ethnological sub¬ 
jects. 

Father Alfred Young, one of the best- 
known priests of the Congregation of St. 
Paul the Apostle, popularly known as the 
Paulist Fathers, died in New York on the 
4th inst. Father Young was born in Bristol, 
England, January 21, 1831, and was brought 
to this country as a child. He was graduated 
from Princeton in 1848 and from the medical 
department of the University of New York in 
1852. A year later he became a communicant of 
the Roman Catholic Church and entered the 
seminary of St. Sulpice, at Paris. He was 
ordained priest in 1856 and appointed vice- 
president of Seton Hall College. In 1861 he 
was received as a member of the Congrega¬ 
tion of St. Paul the Apostle. Father Young 
will probably be best remembered for his 
association with the reformation of church 
music. This movement sought to abolish the 
concert style of singing in churches and to 
briAg about other reforms. Those most 
prominent in the work strove for the restora¬ 
tion of the Gregorian chant for the entire ser¬ 
vices in the Roman Catholic Church. It is 
said that the latter form of service was first 
introduced into the Paulist Fathers’ Church 
at Fifty-ninth Street and Ninth Avenue, New 
York, in 1870, and has since been a feature 
of the service there. The name of Father 
Young was also associated with the move¬ 
ment for congregational singing in Catholic 
churches, and the latter years of his life were 
mostly devoted to getting the various par¬ 
ishes actively interested in this movement. 
Father Young was the author of several 
works on music and religion. Some of them 
were: “ The Complete Sodality Hymnbook.” 
“The Office of Vespers,” “The Catholic 
Hymnal,” “ Carols for a Merry Christmas 
and a Joyous Easter,” and “ An Order of Di¬ 
vine Praise and Prayer.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Miss Mary H. Johnston is known in Eng¬ 
land as the author of “ The Old Dominion ” 
and “By the Company’s Orders,” these being 
the titles by which the novels familiar to us 
as “ The Prisoners of Hope ” and “ To Have 
and to Hold ” have been transatlantically re¬ 
named. The new christenings were in this 
case necessitated by the fact that each of the 
titles chosen by Miss Johnston had already 
been pre-empted by English novelists. 

In recognition of the important work An¬ 
thony J. Drexel Biddle has accomplished in 
his exhaustive and comprehensive book on 
“ The Madeira Islands,” the Royal Geograph¬ 
ical Society of London has just elected him a 
fellow of that widely famous organization, 
an honor which Mr. Biddle shares in Phila¬ 
delphia with such an explorer of note as Dr. 
Donaldson Smith. Mr. Biddle spent several 
years in the Madeiras, studying the country 
in all its aspects, and the book completed rep¬ 


resents the labor of twelve years. Its pub¬ 
lication in America has been retarded in con¬ 
sequence of the Lippincott fire of last year, in 
which the whole American edition was lost, 
that house having had the contract to bring it 
out. At present Mr. Biddle is engaged in a 
series of articles for newspapers in London, 
Birmingham and Sheffield on Funchal and 
its importance in the present conflict in South 
Africa, Madeira being the coaling station for 
all the South African steamers, including the 
troop ships to and from the scene of action. 
Mr. Biddle is a son of Edward Biddle and 
a grandson of the late Anthony J. Drexel. 
He took up journalism shortly after his 
school days were over, and from journalism 
he rapidly passed to literature, bringing out 
several books of fiction in a lighter vein, af¬ 
terwards taking up more serious work. He 
went to Madeira and collected with great 
labor the material for the work which has 
just secured for him the recognition of one of 
the greatest societies in the world.

zine.

man.” The scene is laid in the Rome of 
Domitian and Cams. They have also in press 
a volume of college stories, entitled “ Stanford 
Stories, tales of a young university,” written 
by Charles Kellogg Field, a nephew of Eu¬ 
gene Field, in collaboration with William 
Henry Irwin, both graduates of Stanford 
University, California. 

The Oxford University Press, (Ameri¬ 
can Branch,) will bring over at once the edi¬ 
tion of the complete works of Moliere pub¬ 
lished by the University of Oxford. This vol¬ 
ume of more than six hundred pages is, 
nevertheless, handy in form, and makes, in 
fact, an ideal edition of the dramatist for the 
practical purposes of the student. The text 
followed is that of MM r Eugene Despois 
and Paul Mesnard, published in the collec¬ 
tion of Grands Ecrivains de la France, by 
Hachette & Co., of Paris. 

Franklin K. Young, widely known by his 
articles on the strategy of the Boer war, is 
the author of a .series of books on chess¬ 
playing, known as the “ Minor,” “ Major,” 
and ‘‘Grand” Tactics of Chess. Mr. Young 
believes that the mathematics of chess and of 
war are identical, and that chess-play and 
warfare differ only in matters of relatively 
minor detail. This idea he will bring out 
more clearly in a fourth volume, “ Chess

“ Memoirs of the Court of Berlin,” by Count 
Mirabeau, in one volume.

Ernest Seton-Thompson’s long-promised 

Biography of a Grizzly,” which will com¬ 
mand attention quite as much for its at¬ 
tractive and original get up as for its sub¬ 
ject matter. In “ Wahb,” the grizzly, the 
author has added a new character to fiction, 
his method of characterization and descrip¬ 
tion being at once realistic and romantic. 
From the monster’s vigorous cubhood, 
through the days of its colossal strength, to 
the inevitable waning that comes with age, 
we follow the fortunes of the great white 
bear, slayer of men and of bison, till it stag¬ 
gers blindly, but not unwillingly, to its doom 
in Death Gulch. The illustrations are printed 
in tints, and the decorative arrangement of 
the smaller drawings has been supervised 
by the artist’s wife. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. publish to-day 
“ Robert Tournay,” a romance of the French 
Revolution, by William Sage, with six illus 
trations by Eric Pape and Mary Ayer; “ The 
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Son of the Wolf,” tales of the far north, by 
Jack London, who names his book after the 
Yukon Indian name for the white man; a 
handsome edition limited to 300 copies of the 
“ Sonnets and Madrigals of Michelangelo 
Buonarroti,” rendered into English verse by 
William Wells Newell, to which is added the 
Italian text, an introduction and notes; 

‘ Notes on the Bacon-Shakespeare Question,’* 
by Charles Allen, recently Judge of the Su¬ 
preme Court of Massachusetts ; “ Pirate 

Gold.” by F. J. Stimson, in the Riverside 
Eaper Series; and Thackeray’s “Henry Es¬ 
mond,” and “ Three Outdoor Papers,” by 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson, forming Nos. 
140 and 141 respectively of the Riverside 
Literature Series. 

Harper & Brothers publish this week 
“ The Klondike Stampede,” by Tappan Ad- 
ney, who was one of the pioneers of the Klon¬ 
dike region, and lived among the gold-seekers 
during the stirring times of the gold-fever 
of i 897-’98 ; “ The Princess Sophia,” a fan¬ 
tastic romance, by E. F. Benson, the scene of 
which is laid in the imaginary principality of 
Rhodope, the resources of which have been 
sapped by the constant gambling of its citi¬ 
zens and rulers; also, a Popular Edition of 
W. D. Howells’s “ Their Silver Wedding 
Journey.” They have under way three 
new novels—“ As Seen by Me,” by Lilian 
Bell, author of “ The Instinct of Stepfather- 
hood “ Bequeathed,” by Beatrice Whitley, 
author of “ Mary Fenwick”; and “ The West 
End,” a new novel of English society of the 
present day, by Percy White, who created 
some disturbance in English and American 
society by writing the satirical novel, “ Mr.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Per Lamm, Libraire Commissionnaire, (Li- 
brairie Nilsson) has just issued “ Repertoire 
Bibliographinue des Principales Revues Fran¬ 
cises, (Bibliographical Index to the Principal 
French Reviews.) for the year 1898, edited 
by D. Jordell. The volume records the con¬ 
tents of 257 periodicals alphabeted by sub¬ 
jects and again by authors, with anonymous 
articles under title. This is the second issue 
of the index. The first included 146 periodi¬ 
cals, the second already embraces 257 and the 
work has grown 62 pages larger. A list is 
given of all the periodicals with the name and 
address of the editor-in-chief, rate of sub¬ 
scription, and postage, in each instance. The 
work shows thorough editing and deserves 
the substantial encouragement so hard to pro¬ 
cure for bibliographical work. In these days 
when the civilized world moves so fast and 
invents and discovers so much, periodical lit¬ 
erature is of indispensable value, and is not 
available without a scientifically made index. 
Dictionaries and encyclopaedias become old 
while they are making, and periodicals are 
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their legitimate supplements. With fellow 
feeling we wish the French “ Index to Period¬ 
icals ” annual increase in prosperity as well 
as in size, (xii+272+4 P- 8°, cl., 16 fr.
